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The Bririsn OrxrrnoLocists? Union was instituted in 1858 for 
the advancement of the science of Ornithology. Its funds are 
devoted primarily to the publication of «Tne Isis; a Quarterly 
Journal of Ornithology, of which cight series, of six volumes each, 
have been completed. 

The Union consists of Ordinary Members, Honorary Members 
(limited to ten), Colonial Members (limited to ten), and F orcigh 
Members (limited to twenty). 

Ordinary Members pay an admission fee of £2, and a contri- 
bution of £1 on election; and £1 on the Ist of January of each 
subsequent year, 

Ordinary Members and Honorary Members are entitled to 
receive a copy of ‘Tue Isis’ gratis. 

Authors are entitled to 25 extra copies of their papers published 
in ‘ Tue Isis, on applying for them to the Secretary. 

The Election of Members takes place at the General Mectings, 
held in April or May and (if required) in October or November. 
Persons wishing to become Members are requested to apply to the 
Secretary for information.
